Toward this the attitwde of the party has un-
dergone a change, and its members of Congress
generally tavor expenditures for snch works on
a scale that i8 hberal to the pont of reckless-
ness, The present doctrine of the Dewoeracy
in regard to the constitutionsl amendments,
Mr. Edmuands savs, is (hat the duties they de-
volve mie the duties of States in therr chameter
as such, and that no legislation ot Congres
operating upon the persons of citizens is “ap-
propriate ™ o, too, 1w regurd to the laws of
Congress for seeuring tair elections of members
of the House.

and obey the decision of such States in regurd
to all questions of the chuice of its electors,
and have sought to draw nto the two honses
an unlimite! jurisdiction over ithe sunject.
This is & strietly correet presentation of the
consti utional point at 18sue 1o the electoral con-
troversy ol 1877,

Seusior Edmunds holds it (o be o grave ns-
take to suppose that the present opposition of
parties is in any correct scnse seciional. The

And the zeneral tone ol the legis-
lation of tlie vear is, upon the whole, more
fuvorable to companies than to shippers of
freight and the travellivg puolie. There are
more iudications that railroad mwen have been
aetive and Judicions in securing improvements
in the wanagemiont of the great intercsts held
in their charge than that  the representatives
of the people have been especinily alert or
ahrewd in detecting abuses, or vigorous in

The proverbisl diffienlty of being sure of abso-
tute gecncacy in historieal statements has cosunlly
reovived @ curions illustration in a little contro-
versy whieh, ns we noties in g recent i her ol
The Cincineati Commercial, hos urred  between
Mr. Murat Halstead and Mr. Avclibald Forles,
The matter 18 worth notieing in these coluiins,
sl the point really at issue between the two
goentlomen in guestion 18 thi aetion of a COTTES T
dent of Tor Trisvse in conumnnicating the tidings
of the bsitle of tGravelotte,

Sir. Hulstond pats forwand certain corrections of
statements made by Mr, Forbes in o leeture re-
contly delivered by the Iatter in Boston, uu leT the
title of % The Inner Lafo of o War Correspondent,”
Mr. Forbes, dealing of conrse with the battlo-tivlils
of the Ol World, averred thuat it was an American
citizen, Mr. Monenre Conway, who was the tirst to
send by the telegraphic wirs to a newspaper a full
account of a battle—that battle being the battle of
Giravelotte,  He mentioned thet soon after a little
episode, to whicls he refoired in detail, and which
veenrred on the day after the battle, Mr, Conway
bartied to Saarbruck, and thence dispatehed by
wire the telegram in question—a  perforuan e
wlhich, Mr. Forbes econtinnel, ® inangurated a pew
Ern N War l'llria‘--llllll{ll'llt'r."

Mr. Halstead, in commenting ou these statemonts
of Mr. Forbes, averred that Mr, Conway was the
ecorrespotident at Gravelotte of The London  Duily
News and Lhe New=York World ; that he did ot tele-
graph from Saarbirnck his aceoant of “the battle,
but wrote that acconot in the ofice of Fhe Daily
Acies, in Loondon; amd that not Mr, Conway, but
tlint he, Mre, Hulstead, dispatehod from Luxenibourg
a telegram which wus * the first about the battle
with the exception of those gent to Borhin by the
[German] Emperor,” who, by the way, was no Lu-
perar, but only King, when Giavelotte was fonght,
In reply to Mr. Halsiead’s comments, Mr, Forles
makes the ndmission that he was iu error fu stating
that Mr, Conwiay's was telegrapliod by
that gen from Saarbruck, awl
that Mr, Nulstead’s averment regarding its baving
bevns writlen in London by Mo, Conway alter bis
return from the scene of action s correct,
